termite access to moisture. ‘Soil around untreated structural wood in contact with
soil should be treated as described below.

To establish an effective insecticidal barrier with this product the service

technician must be familiar with ~current termite control practices such as:

trenching, rodding, sub-slab injection, crack and crevice (void) injection,

excavated soil treatment, and brush or spray applications to infested or
susceptible wood. These techniques must be comrectly employed to control

For inaccessible interior areas, such as areas where there is
insufficient clearance between floor joists and ground
surfaces to allow operator access, excavate if possible, and
treat according to the instructions for accessible crawl
spaces.

2. To establlsh a horizontal barrier, drill through the
foundation wall or through the floor abové and treat the
soil perimeter at a rate of 1 gallon of dilution per 10
square feet.
